identifying a patient suffering from or at risk for hvperoxic lung injury [oxidative stress 
associated with hyperoxia]; and 

administering to the patient a composition comprising carbon monoxide in an amount 
effective to reduce hvperoxic lung injury [oxidative stress associated with hyperoxia]. 
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
